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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that Example 1 of Lee does not 
suggest this as urged in the office action. This is not persuasive because Applicant appears to admit that controlling both nanotube 
diameter and the flow rate of the carbon source gas are disclosed. Specifically, Lee discloses a particular diameter range and flow rate, 
which achieves it. 

It is argued that in fact, if anything, Lee teaches away... area of the substrate. This is not persuasive because Lee does not "teach away" 
from Applicant's claim since Lee nowhere teaches that any aspect thereof should specifically be avoided. 

It is argued that claims 1-15 were rejected... Maruyama '118. This is not persuasive because the declaration has not yet been entered and 
considered. 
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
